OLD CHINA AND THE MODERN 
. WAYS. | 


Any one who. considers the doings of the 
Chinese-people from-day to day, or even 
from month to -month, would at first say 
that thero is little or no ovidence of a New 
China to be discovered amongst them, for 
all things go on as they appear to have 
done from the foundation of the world. 
But others, again, who are able to look 
back over a longer period, and have taken 
the trouble to note what is going on, 
will discover distinct traces of a move- 
ment. which, though--slow is distinctive, 
and which, we think, will gather mo- 
mentum as it advances and overcomes the 
obstacles put in the way. One who is 
unacqeainted with the inner life of the 
Chinese can hardly understand the immense 
inertia that has to be overcome on the ono 
hand, and the tremendous difficulties that 
have to be overeume on the other before 
there can be any distinct march forward. 
We have recently been reading in Chinese 
papers of the struggle that has been going 
on at Kungyikfau, the new riverine port, 
and terminus of the Saning railway. 
There is to bo as public function this 
seventh Chinese month, and the port 
is to be ‘declared open, so to speak, 
We have referred briefly on previous 
occasions to the fight that.is being waged 
at this: town between New and Old 
Chinn. The New party wish to have 
the ceremony arranged something along 
the lines followed in America and Austra- 
lis, They wish that there shall be music, 
decorations, and most of all speeches de_ 
livered tothe people by competent speakers, 
who shall ‘tell them the advantages of the 
modern ways of doing things over the ald 
fashioned customs that still hold sway in 
China, and in this way it is hoped that the 
people will be enlightened, and ready to 
fall in line with the party who desire 
ronovation and advance. Ona thé other 
hand, there is a strong party opposed to 
this sort of thing’ altogether. These good 
folk helong mostly of the class known as 
the gentry. They have never travolled 
from their inland homes and are naturally 
adverse to anything savouting of the Oc: 
cident, and they are opposing the modern 
suggestions with tooth and claw. Then 
further they are uaturally eager that the 
ancient. routine shall be adhered to, 
with: all its ritual and paraphernalia. 
They want- the Gods of Good Luck 
carried through -the new streets; they 
want the geomaucers’ to be edled in 
and paid to exercise the evil spirits from 
tho place; then they want the big tustu, 
or display of lights and fireworks, end= 
ing up, with theatricals, that are so 
deny to the heart of the Chinese. 
Now these two parties <have been in- 
trigting against one snother for abaut 
a month in order to arrange the matter 
la suit themselves and still they are as 
far off unanimity of opinion as they were 
the day the subject was first mooted. 
The result of this discussion ix that they 
have agreed to differ, aud there are to be 
two functions, Those who want the old 
customs and the geomancers are to have 
their.” ‘Phose who want speeches are to hav. 
them. '*So there the matter stands. This 
is only one illustration of many of the con- 
dition of affairs in China, avd shows how the 
minds of the people are hopelessly divided 
at present. One may further demonstrate] 
the fact by alluding to what went on at Can- 
ton heforéthe Bazaar wns  sitcecssfully 
arranged. TE is well known that this project 
was almost wrecked because of thy dife 
ference of opinion whieh-arose reé 
Jady holders. ‘Phe older section of the 
people would not wlow ladies to pe pre- 
sent at the stalls at all. It was opposed to 
all the traditions of Chinese history, and 
te all the instincts of Chinese ethics; They 
argned that such an innovation would be 
detrimental {o Chinese morality. Tt was 
almost enough to make those who wrote 
the classical songs and compiled Chinese 
history turn in their On 
the other hand>the modem party point- 
ed to the customs of the forcigners, and 
showed that no harm came from adopting 
stich a course but only good. | They ppinted 
out that the innovation had been accopted 
in Hongkong and that the venture was 
crowned with tremendous success. It would 
appenr as if the ladies themselves were 
willing,’ if not -cager, to take’ part. in 
the sale’ as something new and quite 
exciting, “The result was that by some 
means or other the new pariy triumph:

THE WREOK OF THE . 
YING KING. 


INQUIRY. OPENED ‘TO-DAY. 


Story of the Disaster. 

The-snd story of the disastrous wreck of 
the a.2, Ying King is still fresh in the minds 
of newspaper readers, the unlucky vessel 
having foundered in tho terrible typhoon 
which devastated the Colony of Hongkong 
on the uight of the 27th and the morning 
of the 28th July. ‘Tho, gallant commander 
of the ¥ing King, Cupt Pago, Bir Newmann, 
the late Chief Ofticer of the ill-fated s.s, 
Powan, which had been wrecked on 
the night of June 8 at Capsimun Pass, und 
a number of passengers -lost. their lives. 

The Ying King was aCanton Riverateamer 
and left Canton about 6 p.m., that fatal day 
for Hongkong with about 270 Chinese yas- 
sengers on board. She was one of three 
steamers coming from Canton’ and was 
making for the Brothors which, appar- 
ently, was a favourite place of the Captain’s 
for anchoring as he had on several previius 
cocasions anchored at the vicinity in pre- 
ference tp any other, when the occasion 
demanded it. The s.s, Fatshan was tho 
second to artive at the Brothers and the 
ss. Kwong Sai, under Captain Crowe, 
soon followed. A few minutes after. he 
had dropped anchor a terrific squall came

The vessel, Mr Ferguson reported, 
was a total wreck, but he could not 
anything as to the fate of cither Captain 
Page, Mr Fotheringham* or Mr New- 
mann. Captain Page was 1 man 

with one child, his wife und little one 

sailed for Australia some three months ago, 
Captain Pago is said to have given the 
command: ‘ Every man for himself,” and 
the passengers and crew secured lifebelts. 
When the Ying King was almost under 
water Mr Ferguson managed to get ashoro 
near Castle Peak Farm, with some eleven 
Chinese mombers of the passengers. This 
is the third time Mr Fetgason has been 
reported drowned, while Mr Fotheringham, 
the Chief Engineer, was wrecked on tho 
Wing Chi in the typhoon two years ago. . 

Tho survivors of the Ying King were 
rescued at Pillar Point,- near Castle 
Peak, by the: Customs cruising. lavach 
Kowloon-sai. . Whilst the , Kowloon-sai 
was stenining past Pillar Point Mr Hewett 
heard a gua fired and sow men waving. 
He had the launch headed towards, the 
shore and later learned that those ashory 
had been saved from the Ying King, Hoe 
promptly got the people abowrd and gave 
them whatever comfort was possible, “yhe 
survivors consisted of Mr Ferguson, the 
Chick Officer of the stenmer, an Tudian 
watchman, to quartormasters, a tallynuw, 
three firemon,~ ono sailor” and threo 
Chinese passengers. . 

From what could be gathered from tho 
survivors pandemonium reigned whilst tho 
steamer was at anchor. Hoavy sens and 
blindiug rain were hurled aboard by the 
hurricane and gradually the steatmer listed 
and went down. Two boats were cut away 
but noone was able to get in them. When 
last seen the Captain, Mr Page, had a lifo 
belt on, and was ontering tho water. The | 
survivors’ gob ashore withthe aid” of | 
wreckage and Ifebuoys and they surmised 
that al! the others, including three Euro- 
pean passengers, wero lost, -It was thought 
that only one pnssenger.
